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PREFACE. 


At  the  time  of  the  death  of  Mr.  George  Woolworth  Colton  (the 
original  compiler  of  this  Genealogy),  in  1901,  there  seemed  no  one  who 
had  the  time  to  take  up  the  work. 

In  1910,  having  the  opportunity,  I  obtained  from  his  son,  Mr.  Gordon 
W.  Colton,  of  New  York,  the  manuscript  upon  which  his  father  had 
expended  twenty-five  years  of  labor ;  and  took  up  the  task  of  publishing 
the  work. 

In  a  few  cases  descendants  have  furnished  me  later  data,  some  of 
which  came  to  me  in  time  to  be  incorporated  in  the  work ;  the  remain- 
ing data  has  been  printed  in  the  "  Addenda  ". 

The  manuscript  was  carefully  arranged  according  to  approved 
methods  of  genealogical  work,  a  number  given  to  each  name  noted,  so 
that  by  referring  to  the  different  Indices,  the  number  in  the  record  can 
be  found. 

These  Indices  are  four  in  number,  each  alphabetically  arranged. 

Index  "  A."     Names  with  numbers  of  those  Colton  by  birth. 

Index  "  B."     Descendants  not  Colton  by  name. 

Index  "  C."     Names  of  Men  who  married  Colton  Women. 

Index  "  D."     Names  of  Women  who  married  Colton  Men. 

The  numbers  run  from  No.  1,  George  Colton,  to  the  last  named  in 
the  record.  No.  3272. 

It  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  in  the  case  of  the  heads  of 
Colton  families  (that  is,  those  men  having  children),  who  have  large- 
tj'pe  numbers,  that  these  larger  numbers  are  repeated  in  a  regular 
sequence  to  the  end  of  the  work.  Thus,  when  you  come  to  No.  200,  in 
the  regular  sequence,  it  will  be  found  in  a  little  larger  type  than  the 
number  preceding  or  succeeding  it :  this  shows  that  he  is  the  head  of  a 
family  (with  children),  and  you  will  find  this  number  200,  in  a  regular 
sequence  of  still  larger  numbers,  repeated  between  small  numbers  451 
and  452,  and  the  children  of  No.  200,  recorded  there ;  and  this  scheme 
is  followed  throughout  the  work.

iv  PREFACE. 

I  wish  to  disclaim  any  responsibility  for  errors  of  fact,  or  arrange- 
ment, having  published  the  work,  that  is,  the  Genealogy  proper  and 
Indices,  as  I  found  them ;  but  it  seems  to  have  been  carefully  compiled, 
and  I  know  from  my  own  efforts  how  hard  it  must  have  been  to  locate 
as  many  descendants  as  Mr.  George  Woolworth  Colton  did,  and  to  get 
their  family  data  from  them. 

Some  who  have  been  listless  or  careless  on  this  subject  may  criticise 
the  book,  because  their  full  family  record  is  not  included,  when  the 
compiler  would  have  been  only  too  glad  to  have  had  fuller  informa- 
tion. 

In  1910,  I  employed  for  a  short  time  an  expert  genealogist  in  Eng- 
land to  look  up  the  Colton  wills  of  A.  D.  1580  to  1650,  to  try  and 
locate  the  family  and  home  of  our  Ancestor,  but  without  success 
(though  a  more  thorough  search  in  that  line  may  yet  make  the  dis- 
covery). He  reported  that  the  family  name  had  been  spelled  in  the 
past  Colton,  Coleton,  Coulton,  and  Coton,  and  that  these  families  in 
early  times  were  mostly  located  in  Chester,  Stafford,  Derby,  and  Lei- 
cester Counties  or  Shires  in  England,  all  within  30  or  50  miles  of 
Suttoncoldfield  (near  Birmingham  in  Warwickshire),  from  which  place, 
tradition  said,  our  Ancestor  came.  It  seems  more  than  likely  that  he 
only  resided  in  Suttoncoldfield  for  a  time,  as  I  personally  searched 
the  records  in  the  Parish  Church  at  the  above  place,  back  into  the 
sixteenth  century,  and  could  not  find  a  single  Colton  name. 

The  Coat  of  Arms  is  that  of  the  Cheshire  Coltons,  from  whom  it 
seems  most  likely  that  Quartermaster  George  Colton  was  descended ; 
it  was  sent  to  me  by  one  of  his  descendants  as  the  Family  Arms. 

George  Colton  was  Quartennaster  in  the  Hampshire  Regiment,  com- 
manded by  Major  John  Pynchon,  and  served  in  King  Philip's  War. 
(See  page  475,  Bodge's  "Soldiers  in  King  Philip's  War.") 

The  title  of  Quartermaster  was  received  from  the  General  Court. 

On  pages  467  to  476  will  be  found  data  of  twenty-six  New  England 
families,  from  whom,  through  marriage,  many  of  the  Coltons  are 
descended.  Those  who  are  interested  can  trace  whether  they  are  from 
any  of  these  families,  and  may  be  helped  by  the  information  given, 
in  making  further  research.

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1.  GEORGE  COLTON,  called  in  the  records  of  the  time  "  Quarter- 
master "  George  Colton,  was  born,  tradition  says,  in  the  town  of  Sutton 
Coldfield,  County  of  Warwick,  England,  date  unknown.  He  married 
Deborah  Gardner,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  about  1644.  Her  ante- 
cedents are  also  uncertain.  She  died  5  September,  1689,  in  Spring- 
field, Mass.  He  married,  second.  Widow  Lydia  Lamb,  1  March,  1692, 
whose  maiden  name  was  Lydia  Wright,  daughter  of  Deacon  Samuel 
Wright,  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  who  settled  there  1638.  It  is  thought 
his  paternal  ancestor  was  Nathaniel  Wright,  merchant,  London.  She 
had  been  previously  married  three  times;  first,  25  Oct.,  1654,  to 
Lawrence  Bliss,  who  died  in  1666;  second,  31  Oct.,  1678,  to  John 
Norton,  who  died  24  Aug.,  1687;  and  third,  7  Jan.,  1688,  to  John 
Lamb,  who  died  28  Sept.,  1690.  The  second  wife  of  Capt.  Thomas 
Colton  (No.  4),  Hannah  Bliss,  was  her  daughter  by  her  first  husband. 
She  died  18  Feb.,  1699.     He  died  17  Dec,  1699.* 

The  name  of  the  Quartermaster's  first  wife,  Deborah  Gardner,  is 
given  here  as  it  appears  in  the  record  of  Jabez  Colton,  to  whose  pains- 
taking labor  we  owe  so  much  of  our  present  knowledge  of  the  old 
Longmeadow  families,  and  from  whose  compilation  all  the  published 
accounts  of  the  Colton  families  seem  to  have  been  copied ;  but  what  his 
authority  for  the  statement  was,  cannot  be  traced.  We  do  not  find  the 
name  of  Gardner  among  those  of  the  early  colonists,  but  there  was  a 

Thomas  Goodner  who  lived  in  Salem  in  ,  and  who  subsequently 

settled  in  Hartford,  Conn.  Some  who  have  given  much  attention  to 
the  matter  are  confident  that  Gardner  is  a  clerical  error,  or  a  mis- 

*  All  the  published  accounts  of  these  deaths  have  these  dates  transposed,  thus 
making  the  wife  to  survive  her  husband.  The  dates  given  here  are  from  the 
original  official  record  of  deaths  in  Springfield  and  are  unquestionably  correct. —

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reading  of  Goodner,  and  that  the  family  name  of  Quartermaster  George 
Colton's  wife  was  Deborah  Goodner.  This  statement  is  made  here 
without  endorsement,  but  it  is  possible  that  this  may  be  the  fact. 

It  would  be  very  gratifying  if  we  could  trace  Quartermaster  George 
Colton,  to  his  home  and  ancestry  in  England.  Future  search  or  acci- 
dent may  bring  the  desired  facts  to  light,  but  thus  far  all  attempts 
to  find  records  that  would  settle  the  questions  of  parentage,  date  and 
place  of  birth,  and  of  his  arrival  in  this  country,  have  been  unsuccessful. 
The  records  in  the  parish  church  in  Sutton  Coldfield,*  which  seem  to 
be  full  and  complete  from  1603  down,  have  been  examined  at  dif- 
ferent times  for  facts  relating  to  our  ancestor,  and  again,  lately,  for 
this  work,  but  without  result,  and  it  seems  possible,  therefore,  that  he 
may  have  been  born  and  recorded  elsewhere,  but,  from  having  spent 
much  of  his  early  life  in  that  place,  that  he  spoke  of  it,  as  his  old 
home  in  England. 

The  first  fact  wx  certainly  know  of  him  here  is  his  marriage.  Of 
previous  history  there  are  traditions,  but  these  are  generally  vague, 
contradictory,  and  without  proof.  The  one  giving  his  birthplace  as 
Sutton  Coldfield,  a  small  place  about  six  miles  northward  from  Birm- 
ingham, England,  is  the  oldest  and  has  apparently  the  best  foundation, 
but  to  this  time  repeated  searches  have  failed  to  reveal  his  name,  or 
that  of  any  other  Colton  with  whom  he  might  be  connected.  The  date 
of  his  marriage,  about  1644,  shows,  that  he  probably  was  born  not 
much,  if  any  later,  than  1620,  and  that  of  his  death,  1699,  points  to 
a  year  not  earlier  than  1610;  between  these  dates,  therefore,  we  may 
suppose  him  to  have  been  born. 

His  name  does  not  appear  in  any  of  the  known  lists  of  departures 
from  England,  or  of  arrivals  here ;  but  this  is  easily  accounted  for 
by  the  political  and  social  conditions  of  the  times.  The  suggestion 
has  been  made  that  he  probably  came  in  the  ship  "  Lion's  Whelp  "  on 
one  of  her  many  trips  between  the  old  country  and  the  colonies ;  but 
of  this  no  positive  proof  has  been  found.     The  place  of  landing  and 

*  The  parish  of  Sutton  Coldfield  was  originally  much  larger  than  it  is  now, 
but  the  parish  church  was  the  only  one  for  the  district  extending  many  miles 
about  it.  In  the  picture  of  the  old  church  given  here,  the  tower  and  south  wall 
are  parts  of  the  original  building,  but  the  roof  shown  was  raised  about  forty 
years  ago. 
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the  date  of  his  arrival  here  must,  therefore,  much  to  our  regret,  re- 
main for  the  present  unanswered  questions. 

Ke  reached  the  Springfield  settlement  as  early  as  1644,  and  located 
in  Masacksick,  Longmeadow,  Springfield.  He  took  the  oath  of  alle- 
gence  in  1665,  and  was  made  a  freeman  in  1669-71,  and  in  1677  was 
a  Representative  in  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts.  In  1670  he 
and  Capt.  John  Pynchon,  Benjamin  Cooley,  Lieut.  Thomas  Cooper, 
Rowland  Thomas  and  Capt.  Elizur  Hoiyoke  were  appointed  commis- 
sioners to  lay  out  lots,  and  organize  and  sell  the  lands  in  the  new 
Plantation  (of  Suffield)  by  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts.  On 
the  20th  of  March,  1672,  the  General  Committee  instructed  Lieut. 
Cooper,  and  Quartermaster  George  Colton,  to  lay  out  and  establish 
the  bounds  of  Suffield,  and  Charles  Ffeury,  Joseph  Leonard,  Samuel 
Harmon  and  Joseph  Harmon,  were  appointed  to  attend  them  while 
performing  that  duty.  In  the  year  1722  fifty  acres  of  land  were  laid 
out  in  Suffield,  to  the  assigns  of  said  George  Colton,  then  deceased, 
in  recognition  of  public  services.  Other  honorable  mention  is  made  of 
him  in  the  old  records,  from  all  of  which  it  is  apparent  that  he  was 
a  prominent,  trusted  and  public-spirited  member  of  the  community  in 
which  he  lived. 

While  no  records  mention  anything  of  the  Quartermaster's  physical 
characteristics,  tradition  and  a  knowledge  of  later  generations  leads 
to  the  belief  that  he  was  spare  and  wiry  in  figure,  and  possessed  of  the 
powers  of  endurance  conspicuous  in  so  many  of  his  descendants.

He  is  said  to  have  been  much  feared  by  the 
Indians,  both  for  his  daring  in  attack,  and  from  his  apparent  in- 
vulnerability and  supernatural  protection  from  their  best-laid  plans  for 
his  death  or  capture.

any  subject.  A  good  illustration  of  the  deep  and  permanent  influence 
exerted  by  many  a  liberally  educated  man  in  those  days  in  our  rural 
New  England  communities  (the  Longmcadow  Ccntc7inial).  He  com- 
piled a  Book  of  Records  from  which  much  of  the  early  information 
respecting  the  Longmeadow  and  Springfield  families  contained  in  this 
volume  is  taken.

Resided  at 
first  in  Champion,  Jefferson  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  from  about  1807  till  1835 
in  Gouverneur,  St.  Lawrence  Co.,  N.  Y.,  removing  thence  to  Princeton, 
111.,  where  he  d.  11  Dec,  1854.  Farmer.  In  1835  Jonathan  Strong 
Colton,  with  his  good  wife  Betsy  and  family  of  grown  sons,  left  their 
beloved  Gouverneur  (N.  Y.),  and  turned  their  faces  towards  the  fertile 
lands  of  Northern  Illinois — a  long  and  tedious  journey  in  those  days. 
They  went  around  the  Lakes  in  a  sail  vessel,  passing  through  Chicago, 
then  a  place  of  only  600,  and  settled  at  Princeton,  100  miles  farther 
west  (Co.  seat  of  Bureau,  on  the  C.  B.  and  Q.  R.  R.).  Here  they 
purchased  four  farms  within  the  sound  of  the  church  bells  which  began 
to  ring  in  due  season.  Only  two  were  left  behind :  Rev.  Asa,  to  preach 
in  the  East,  and  Elizabeth,  a  beautiful  Christian  young  lady  full  of 
promise,  and  the  only  daughter  in  that  family  of  seven  sons,  who  had 
been  laid  away  in  the  quiet  cemetery.  Asa  S.  (Episcopal  min.)  had 
been  married  two  years  before  at  Princeton,  N.  J.,  and  Heman  S.  the 
Cong,  minister  of  the  family,  and  Cyrus  married  in  N.  Y.  in  time  to 
bring  their  wives  with  them.  The  other  sons  married  later  in  111. 
Every  one  of  the  sons  selected  estimable  young  women  of  noble  heri- 
tage and  intellectual  ability.  Before  leaving  the  East,  the  Coltons 
joined  a  colony  at  Northampton,  organized  by  Mass.  people  for  mutual

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co-operation  in  promoting  the  cause  of  Christ  and  education  in  the 
virgin  prairies  of  Illinois.  This  was  the  nucleus  of  the  1st  Congrega- 
tional Church  of  Princeton,  and  was  called  the  "  Hampshire  Colony 
Church."  It  was  organized  Oct.  20,  1831,  by  the  main  body  of  the  col- 
ony, which  came  that  year  and  was  the  first  Congregational  Church 
started  in  111.  Here  for  17  years  preached  the  noted  abolitionist,  Rev. 
Owen  Lovejoy,  commencing  in  1839,  on  the  second  anniversary  of  his 
brother's  martyrdom  at  Alton.  To  Princeton,  at  an  early  date,  also 
came  the  four  brothers  of  the  famous  poet,  William  Cullen  Bryant, 
to  make  their  homes,  and  no  one  who  came  to  this  beautiful  part  of  111. 
ever  regretted  their  choice.  It  abounded  in  level,  rich  soil,  excellent 
water,  timber,  and  a  pleasant  variety  of  scenery,  some  of  it  really 
grand,  along  the  rivers.  Many  of  the  fine  old  trees  of  Princeton  were 
planted  by  the  Poet,  who  often  came  out  from  Cummington,  Mass., 
and  when  the  High  School  was  started  (1866),  the  first  township 
High  School  in  111.,  he  created  a  perpetual  Bryant  fund  for  prizes  in 
scholarship.  Hon.  John  Howard  Bryant,  himself  quite  a  poet,  was  one 
of  the  foremost  men  of  affairs,  and  a  personal  friend  of  Abraham 
Lincoln.  By  the  time  Princeton  had  reached  5,000,  it  had  18  churches, 
the  Congregational  especially  noted  for  church  and  college  building  and 
missionary  zeal,  and  "  whose  pastors  have  been  men  of  more  than  aver- 
age worth  and  ability."  'I'he  underground  R.  R.  had  many  ardent  sup- 
porters in  this  section,  promoted  by  the  Lovejoys,  Bryants,  Coltons  and 
other  great-hearted  pioneers,  and  throughout  its  exciting  history,  many 
a  slave  was  helped  to  freedom.  These  and  many  other  families  of  New 
England  principle  and  zeal  are  largely  responsible  for  the  wonderful 
record  of  this  prosperous  state — the  home  of  Lincoln  and  Grant.

d.  9  Nov.,  1864.  He  had  an  excellent  knowledge  of  music  considering 
his  opportunities,  and  this  he  imparted  to  his  children,  his  son  William 
Henry  following  it  as  a  profession.  They  went  to  Gouverneur  (fr. 
Champion,  N.  Y.)  about  1808,  when  the  place  contained  scarcely  half 
a  dozen  families.  Here  they  cleared  land  and  built  their  rude  homes,  in 
which  they  held  services  until  they  could  organize  a  church,  which  they 
did  in  1817,  under  the  name  of  the  1st  Presbyterian  or  Congregational 
Church  of  Gouverneur.  The  six  persons  who  formed  the  first  roll  of 
membership  in  the  years  before  this  were  all  Coltons  by  name  or  re- 
lated by  marriage.  The  first  church  building  had  seats  of  rough  slabs 
and  a  rude  pulpit  of  unplaned  boards,  and  with  no  means  of  heating  in 
winter.  Many  of  the  members  came  long  distances,  over  bad  roads 
and  with  slow  ox  teams.  But  this  faithful  band  put  their  trust  in  God, 
and  hoped  for  better  things,  and  they  were  not  disappointed.  The 
settlement  of  the  town  was  during  the  troublesome  times  of  the  war 
of  1812,  and  the  lands  were  held  by  wealthy  capitalists  of  other  parts. 
In  time  a  rough  element  crept  in,  and  much  wickedness,   until  Rev. 
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Charles  G.  Finney  came  to  the  rescue  m  1825,  and  Gouverneur  ex- 
perienced a  great  revival,  and  profanity  ceased.  At  this  time  87  new 
members  vv^ere  added  to  the  Cong.  Ch.  (and  many  to  the  Baptist, 
which  was  the  older  church).  For  25  years  William  Colton  was 
Deacon  in  his  chmxh,  and  held  other  important  offices,  as  did  also 
Jonathan.  For  25  years  Hannah  Colton  (Mrs.  William)  was  tract 
distributor.  For  many  years  these  beloved  brothers,  and  their  excel- 
lent wives,  all  of  Puritan  heritage,  lived  side  by  side  and  labored 
together  for  a  community  of  education  and  religion,  which  was  far-reach- 
ing in  its  influence  for  good.  In  these  homes,  each  day  was  commenced 
with  reading  of  the  Bible  and  prayer,  and  at  night  a  word  of  prayer 
preceded  the  "  good  nights  "  and  hymns  of  praise.  It  is  not  strange 
then  that  this  happy  band  of  young  people,  though  surrounded  by  ad- 
verse circvunstances,  grew  into  noble  men  and  women,  prepared  to  live 
sweet,  strong,  resourceful  lives  and  fill  responsible  positions.  A  num- 
ber of  them  taught  school,  some  of  the  girls  when  only  15  years  of 
age.  Some  of  them  taught  singing,  and  the  two  older  boys  became 
ministers  of  the  gospel,  while  the  youngest  one  eventually  took  up  law. 
If  there  were  any  "  black  sheep  "  in  these  families  it  has  never  been 
discovered.  They  contracted  no  bad  habits  other  than  hard  work, 
drank  nothing  stronger  than  tea  or  coffee,  used  no  tobacco  in  any  form, 
with  the  single  exception  that  the  lawyer  smoked  cigars.  All  gave 
themselves  to  the  church — some  of  them  while  very  young.

Note. — By  reference  to  No.  514  it  will  be  seen  that  the  above  Clinton  Colton 
was  the  third  child  of  Electa  (Colton)  Hough  and  that  his  full  name,  there- 
fore, was  Clinton  Colton  Hough.

He  was  chosen  by  Gen.  Pemberton  to  carry  dispatches  of 
the  greatest  importance  to  Jefferson  Davis,  who  was  then  supposed  to 
be  in  Mobile,  Ala.,  with  orders  to  deliver  them  into  no  other  hands. 
Arriving  there  he  found  Davis  had  gone  to  Montgomery,  Ala. ;  but  his 
journey  was  not  ended  there,  for  he  had  to  follow  through  North  Caro- 
lina to  Richmond,  Va.,  before  his  conmiission  was  executed.  Gen. 
Colton  had  been  in  the  saddle  forty-five  days,  and  had  ridden  1480 
miles.  He  remained  with  the  Confederate  Army  till  the  close  of  the 
war,  when,  finding  most  of  his  friends  dead  or  impoverished,  he  came 
North,  and  remained  here  most  of  the  time  till  his  death.

The  individual  grants  usually  fronted  about  twenty  rods  on  the  main  street,  but 
those  former  owners  of  the  hill  lands  who  had  now  given  them  up  for  the  new  set- 
tlement were  permitted  larger  allotments;  that  of  Nathaniel  Burt.^'. ^.,  extending 
from  the  meadow  gate,  south  of  the  later  Ely  mansion,  as  far  south  as  the  church, 
besides  forty  rods  front  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  which  he  gave  afterwards 
as  ministry  lands,  and  still  other  large  allotments  both  at  the  lowcp  and  upper  ends 
of  the  street.    The  dates  are  those  of  the  respective  grants.

These  two  pages  exhibit  a  plan  of  the  entire  Longmeadow  Settlement  as  origin- 
ally modeled  and  granted  by  the  Springfield  Committee.  The  central  street  was 
laid  out  twenty  rods  wide  and  four  miles  long,  extending  from  Springfield  to  Enheld. 
A  highway  ten  rods  wide  ran  eastward  from  this  into  the  woods,  commencing  near 
the  middle  of 'the  main  street,  And  several  highways  led  from  it  westward  to  the 
meadow  at  intervals  of  about  half  a  mile.  The  church  was  located  about  the  center 
of  the  main  street,  3nd  the  burying-ground  on  the  south  side  of  the  highway  leading 
eastward  at  that  point.

The  following  extracts  from  the  "  Longnieadow  Centennial,  1883," 
were  very  kindly  permitted  by  Theodore  W.  Leete  and  Capt.  Simon  B. 
Parker,  for  the  Longmeadow  Historical  Society,  that  society  owning  the 
copyright  of  that  book. 

Extracts  from  the  Addresses  of  Rev.  John  W.  Harding. 

Our  Longmeadow  founders,  the  Coltons,  Burts,  Cooleys,  Blisses,  Elys,  Fields, 
Hales  and  Stebbinses,  were  not  exiles  or  separatists  like  the  Plymouth  pilgrims. 
They  belonged  to  the  company  of  some  20,000  Puritan  emigrants  whose  sails 
whitened  the  Atlantic  sea  between  1630  and  1640.  Englishmen  of  the  adven- 
turous and  thrifty  sort,  who  came  with  their  cattle  and  household  goods,  many 
of  them  with  considerable  substance,  not  simply  for  wider  religious  freedom, 
but  to  better  their  condition. 

It  is  the  summer  of  1630 — seventeen  ships  come  from  Albion's  shores — l;6oo 
passengers,  and  of  the  best  that  ever  came.  Among  them  John  Winthrop  and  his 
friend,  William  Pynchon,  bringing  the  charter  of  the  province  of  Massachusetts 
Bay. 

It  is  the  1st  of  May,  1636 — William  Pynchon  starts  with  his  Roxbury 
neighbors  by  the  old  Indian  trail  to  Agawam,  through  the  dim  old  woods  and 
marshes,  fording  rivers  and  gurgling  brooks. 

Learned,  gifted,  wealthy,  devout,  everyway  qualified  for  leadership,  Pynchon 
becomes  the  father  of  Springfield.  He  purchases  the  "  Long  Meddowe  "  from  the 
Indians  "  for  4  fathom  of  wampum,  4  coates,  4  hatchets,  4  howes,  and  4  knifes." 

For  forty  years  they  lived  in  perfect  unity  with  our  fathers.  The  scene 
changes.  It  is  the  Sth  of  October,  1675 — at  the  dead  of  night.  Listen.  On  the 
river  road  in  yonder  meadow,  the  clatter  of  flying  hoofs.  Why  this  headlong 
haste?  A  messenger  from  Windsor.  King  Philip,  the  night  before,  has  led  by 
winding  ways  and  noiseless  stealth  three  hundred  of  his  Indians  into  Longhill 
fort.  He  waits  a  day  before  the  sack  of  Springfield  for  his  scouts  to  go  to 
Hartford  and  effect  the  escape  of  certain  hostages  the  Springfield  people  have 
in  durance  there.  On  their  way  they  have  let  out  their  dreadful  secrets  to  Toto, 
a  Windsor  Indian  in  Mr.  Wolcott's  family.  He  betrays  it  in  his  looks — they 
wrest  it  from  him,  and  their  messenger  speaks  the  warning.  When  our  Long- 
meadow settlers  hear  the  war-whoop  from  Longhill  and  see  the  smoke  of  Spring- 
field  they  look   well   to   their   powder   and   bullets.      Each   house   becomes   a    fort.

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They  fetch  their  harvests  in  with  one  wary  eye   toward  the  river  and  the  other 
toward  the  hill-side ;  they  keep  their  muskets  primed. 

The  mild  winter  merges  into  spring.  Skulking  Indians  are  about,  but  thus 
far  they  are  unmolested.  On  the  26th  of  March,  1676,  they  muster  courage  to 
go  to  church — they  are  eighteen — men,  women  and  children.  They  have  just 
passed  through  the  Longmeadow  gate,  and  are  descending  Pecowsic  hill ;  the 
war-whoop  halts  them;  the  arrows  fly;  John  Keep  falls  dead;  his  wife  and  two 
children  receive  mortal  wounds ;  some  of  the  rest  are  taken  captive.  Before  this, 
in  the  sunny  meadow,  peace,  tranquil  industries,  the  growing  thrift  of  happy 
homes.  But  now  to  the  hard  discipline  of  work,  joins  the  tougher  discipline  of 
war — the  constant  watch  for  ambushed  foes. 

Every  boy  over  fifteen  is  counted  a  soldier ;  there  is  a  training  day,  every 
month ;  the  "  Worshipful  Major,"  John  Pynchon,  is  in  chief  command.  Good 
soldiers  in  those  days,  as  well  as  good  farmers  and  good  Christians.  Ensigns 
Cooley,  Keep,  Stebbins,  Quartermaster  George  Colton,  and  best  officer  of  them 
all,  our  Miles  Standish,  Captain  Thomas  Colton.  How  the  Indians  feared  him. 
One  of  them  aims  at  him  as  he  is  plowing  in  the  cornfield,  from  behind  a  bush, 
but  his  hand  trembles,  and  he  dares  not  fire,  so  sure,  he  said,  that  if  he  should 
miss  the  Captain,  the  Captain  would  make  an  end  of  him. 

The  Meadow  period  draws  to  a  close.  It  is  December,  1695 — a  mighty  flood — 
the  Longmeadow  is  a  sea.  The  Cooleys,  Blisses,  Burts,  Stebbinses,  Keeps  and 
Coltons  row  for  the  hill-side  and  spend  the  night  in  the  woods.  They  will  risk 
no  more  floods.  The  removal  to  the  hill  begins.  This  spacious  Street  and  Com- 
mon is  located  and  new  home  lots  apportioned. 

In  1709  was  born  the  last  child  of  the  meadow  settlement,  Simon  Colton, 
grandson  of  the  Quartermaster. 

The  Precinct  period  begins.  "  Although  not  fully  up  to  the  number  of  forty 
families,"  the  General  Court  maintains  that  they  "  are  of  good  and  suft'icient 
ability  to  maintain  a  minister." 

At  a  Precinct  meeting  it  is  voted  to  erect  a  meeting-house,  and  "  to  call  a 
learned  orthodox  minister  to  dispence  the  word  of  God  to  us  this  winter."  It  was 
further  voted  "  to  have  a  schoolmaster  to  teach  or  learn  our  children  to  read 
and  write."  Stephen  Williams,  graduate  of  Harvard  College,  is  called  to  be  their 
minister — is  ordained  18  October,   1716 — the  Church  is  gathered 

"  And  those  of  us  whose  names  are  hereto  suffixed  did  give  ourselves  to  God 
"  and  to  Jesus  Christ,  and  did  promise  to  walk  together  in  a  faithful  Attendance 
"of  all  God's  holy  institutions  in  order  to  His  glory,  and  the  edification  of  our 
"own  souls,  and  the  souls  of  our  children."

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"  The    following   is    an    outline    sketch    of   one    man    from    our    most   numerous 
"  family,  Capt.  Thomas  Colton,  son  of  Quartermaster  George." 

"  As  a  military  officer  [says  Pastor  Stephen  Williams  in  his  funeral  sermon^ 
"active,  forward,  daring,  ready;  upon  the  least  intimation  of  hostile  approach, 
"  upon  the  wing ;  he  underwent  great  hardships  and  fatigues  in  tedious  marches 
"all  night  long;  exact  in  discipline,  yet  the  darling  of  his  company.  He  always 
"  began  and  ended  his  trainings  with  prayer ;  as  master  of  his  family  a  very 
"Joshua;  as  a  neighbor  he  set  before  you  an  excellent  pattern  of  industry; 
"  always  ready  for  offices  of  love  and  kindness ;  of  a  catholic  spirit,  he  always 
"  showed  a  great  concern  for  the  public ;  always  pleased  with  any  measures  for 
"  reformation ;  he  was  very  remarkable  in  the  gift  and  grace  of  prayer ;  won- 
"  derful  in  the  aptness  and  pertinency  of  his  expressions.  Oh !  how  I  have  heard 
"  him  wrestling  with  God  for  this  place,  for  the  outpouring  of  His  spirit,  and  the 
"  welfare  of  the  rising  generation." 

These  are  but  a  few  bold  strokes  of  the  picture.  You  see  the  man.  Pastor 
Williams  is  settling  himself  down  for  a  ministry  of  sixty-six  years.  It  is  his 
wedding  day,  July  3,  1718 — he  marries  Abigail,  daughter  of  Rev.  Mr.  Daven- 
port, of  Stamford. 

No  bell  in  the  meeting-house  for  twenty-seven  years.  Meanwhile  Deacon 
Nathaniel  Burt  goes  up  and  down  the  street  beating  the  drum,  to  call  the 
people  to  the  service.  At  first  only  the  ground  floor,  rude  benches,  the  women 
seated  by  themselves  on  the  west  side — as  the  years  progress,  the  gallery  floor; 
after  thirteen  years,  the  walls  lathed  and  plastered.  By  and  by  two  glass  win- 
dows on  the  south  side — then  an  interval,  and  two  glass  windows  on  the  north 
side.  At  length  three  pews — an  aristocratic  innovation — carefully  located  at 
the  lower  end  in  the  place  of  two  hind  seats,  and  eyed  with  jealous  circum- 
spection. Next  green  plush  for  a  pulpit  cushion,  then  three  more  pews  voted, 
and  voted  down.     But  at  last  the  pews  get  the  better  of  the  benches. 

After  actions  and  counter  actions,  "  a  new  timber  meeting-house  "  is  voted — 
and  the  raising  June  17,  1767. 

A  Sabbath  day — one  hundred  years  ago.  The  second  bell — first  peal.  From 
north  and  south  and  east  the  tribes  come  up — the  whole  population ;  afoot,  in 
wagons — the  farm  wagons  without  springs.  Some  are  drawn  by  horses,  the  rest 
by  oxen.  The  women  and  the  younger  children  and  old  men  sit  on  straight- 
backed  chairs  or  milking  stools ;  the  young  men  and  maidens,  and  the  boys,  line 
the  wayside.  The  bell  begins  to  toll.  The  congregation  throng  the  meeting-house 
steps,  the  porches  and  the  aisles.  It  is  the  day  of  greetings,  the  social  exchange, 
the  news  day.  Dr.  Williams  at  length  emerges  from  the  parsonage  in  gown 
and  bands  and  powdered  wig,  three-cornered  hat,  knee  breeches,  silk  or  woolen 
stockings,  and  silver  shoe  buckles. 

The  bell  will  not  stop  tolling  till  he  passes  through  the  massive  double  door 
with  iron-handled  latch,  and  into  the  high  pulpit  with  its  carved  work  of  grapes 
and  pomegranates,  under  the  great  sounding  board. 

The  deacons  are  seated  in  their  railed  pew,  beneath   the  pulpit.     There  is  no 
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stove.  For  fifty-one  years  the  frosty  air  of  winter,  in  the  new  meeting-house, 
was  only  mitigated  by  the  women's  foot-stoves  and  the  cracking  together  of 
frozen  boot-heels.  The  parson  sometimes  preached  in  heavy  homespun  cloak  and 
woolen  mittens.  At  the  nooning,  grateful  indeed  was  the  roaring  fire  in  the 
great  kitchen  of  the  parsonage,  at  the  tavern  bar-room,  at  all  the  hospitable 
neighbors'  open  houses.  Comforting  were  the  home-made  lunches,  the  apples 
roasting  on  the  hearth,  the  cider,  the  hot  cider,  that  is  to  say — the  flip.  If  one 
sits  down  in  prayer  time,  it  is  as  a  sudden  and  emphatic  protest  against  the 
parsons'  praying  for  the  King  and  royal  family,  but  in  due  time  he  reads  from 
the  pulpit,  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  gives  his  benediction  to  the 
soldiers  as  they  march  from  the  church  door  to  the  camp  of  General  Washington. 

The  Precinct  period  resounds  from  first  to  last  with  the  noise  of  war.  The 
village  trainings  are  no  mere  holiday  parades.  Queen  Anne's  war,  which  sum- 
mons to  savage  fights  Captain  Thomas  Colton  and  his  brave  comrades,  is  fol- 
lowed by  a  few  years'  rest.  In  l'/44  breaks  out  the  French  and  Indian  war, 
which  calls  to  bloody  fields,  Capt.  Moses  Field,  Lieut.  Nathaniel  Burt,  and  their 
fellow  soldiers.     Parson  Williams  goes  with   them  as  Chaplain. 

It  is  June,  1755.  The  drum  and  fife  stirringly  head  Deacon  Lieut.  Nathaniel 
Burt's  company  as  they  start  for  the  front.  The  reverend  chaplain  goes  to  three 
campaigns  —  to  Louisburg  under  Sir  William  Pepperell,  to  Crown  Point  under 
Sir  William  Johnson,  to  Lake  George  under  General  Winslow. 

A  few  years  of  outward  peace,  but  gathering  clouds  and  lightning  flashes  of 
murky  discontent.  The  Revolution  is  at  hand.  April  20,  1775.  "This  morn- 
"  ing  as  soon  as  it  was  light,  the  drum  beat  and  three  alarm  guns.  The 
"  story  is  that  some  of  the  British  troops  have  marched  from  Boston  to  seize 
"  military  stores  at  Lexington  or  Concord.  But  accounts  vague,  uncertain.  Our 
"minute  men  are  gone  to  town."  April  21.  "This  morning  at  four  o'clock 
"  another  message.  A  smart  engagement  at  Concord  between  the  regulars  and 
"our  people;  many  killed;  'tis  said  houses  burnt,  women  and  children  killed; 
"  more   men   are   going   forth.      I   prayed   with   a   company." 

David  Burt  was  Captain ;  John  Hale,  lieutenant ;  sergeants,  Ebenezer  Colton, 
Samuel  Keep ;  corporals,  Nathaniel  Ely,  Josiah  Cooley,  and  for  privates,  more 
Burts,  Blisses,  Coltons,  Stebbinses,  David  White,  John  Ackley,  and  the  rest — off 
to   assist   our   brethren    at    Lexington. 

And  now,  turmoils,  heats,  suspicions,  alarm  by  night  and  day,  the  times  that 
try  men's  souls.  No  quiet  like  ours  to-day.  They  were  paying  its  great  price 
for  us. 

Merchant  Colton,  the  richest  man  of  the  Precinct,  had  a  ship-yard  on  the  river 
bank.  His  vessels,  the  Speedwell  and  the  Friendship,  were  laded  at  Hartford 
with  hoops  and  staves,  these  exchanged  at  Havana  for  molasses,  and  this  sold 
at  Bristol,  England,  for  a  general  assortment  of  goods  to  be  distributed  again 
at  Portsmouth  and  Boston,  and  at  Longmeadow. 

The  Town  period,  after  the  Revolution,  opens  with  Shay'?  Rebellion.  Richard 
Salter  Storrs  is  called  to  be  pastor  after  Dr.  Williams'  death. 
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The  Town  period  also  opens  with  a  Public  Library,  the  numerous  subscribers 
headed  by  Mr.  Storrs,  the  admirable  preamble  and  constitution  drawn  by  "  Master 
Jabez  Colton." 

In  the  midst  of  the  Town  period  comes  in  the  temperance  reform.  Our  nineteen 
cider  mills,  and  our  six  brandy,  gin  and  whisky  stills,  go  out.  The  wood- 
sleddings  for  the  Minister,  the  payments  of  the  Minister  rates  in  grain ;  the 
Ministry  lands,  go  too.  The  browsing  cattle,  no  more  to  run  at  large,  and  the 
swine  and  the  geese — three  cents  fine  for  each  goose. 

Longmeadow — behold  the  contrasts  of  a  hundred  years — then,  the  blowing 
sand ;  now  this  park-like  green.  Then,  the  arid,  well-nigh  treeless  plain ;  now 
these  shaded  walks,  and  spreading  elms.  Then,  the  tortuous,  steep  and  miry 
roads ;  now  these  viaducts  and  smooth  highways.  Then,  the  unpainted,  lean-to 
houses,  the  weather-beaten  horse-sheds,  the  unsightly  row  of  shops  in  the  middle 
of  the  village  green ;  now,  these  cultured  lawns  and  ornamented  mansions.  Then, 
the  rude,  springless,  heavy  wagons  and  the  rope  traces ;  now,  these  trim  and 
handsome  turnouts. 

Extracts  from  Address  of  Rev.  Aaron  Colton. 

I  do  not  propose  to  go  into  the  question  whether  the  Coltons  across  the  brine 
were  of  princely  blood  or  plebeian.  The  real  point  is,  what  ar  we,  and  what  do 
we  ?  Quartermaster  George  Colton — on  him  we  plant  ourselves — in  him  we 
have  an  honorable  and  auspicious  beginning.  He  is  found  a  Magistrate  in 
Springfield  at  almost  its  earliest,  and  before  Longmeadow  is  even  a  Precinct; 
or  is  more  than  a  pasture  for  flocks.  Came  among  the  first,  if  not  the  first,  to 
what  is  now  this  goodly  place  and  name.  Had  nine  children — all  with  Scriptural 
names. 

And  if  Quartermaster  George  was  great,  a  still  greater  than  he,  perhaps,  was 
his  son  Thomas,  our  Joshua.  Captain  Thomas  Colton — like  John  Gilpin — "  a 
Citizen  of  Credit  and  renown  ;  a  train-band  Captain  eke  was  he."  He  was  the 
hornet  against  the  people  who  had  dwelt  in  the  land — yea — he  drove  out  the 
Jebusites,  the  Hivites  and  the  Hittites — and  gave  their  lands  for  a  possession 
unto  your  fathers,  and  unto  you,  as  it  is  this  day.  He  reminds  one  of  the  Cen- 
turian,  and  of  Havelock  ;  a  soldier,  yet  fearing  God  with  his  house.  And  then 
Captain  George  Colton,  son  of  Thomas,  worthy  son  of  worthy  sire.  Thus  we 
have  it — these  military  spangles  and  splendors — Captain,  Lieutenant,  Ensign, 
Sergeant,  etc.  Then  as  to  actual  service — the  tug  of  war.  Grandfather  Aaron, 
with  several  others  of  the  name  bore  a  part  in  the  struggle  for  our  Independence. 
Sergeant  Ebenezer  Colton,  with  his  company  of  minute  men,  marched  from  here 
as  far  as  Brookfield,  but  was  countermanded  with  the  intelligence  that  the  peril 
was  past. 

But  the  Colton  name  fills  a  much  larger  space  in  the  civil  list  and  life  of  this 
grand  old  town.  For  a  hundred  years,  one-half,  less  or  more,  of  the  moderators 
of  the  meetings  of  Precinct  and  Town  were  Coltons.  How  readest  thou?  "At 
a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants   of  the   precinct  of   Longmeadow,    March    15,    1756, 
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Capt.  Isaac  Colton  was  appointed  Moderator ;  Sergt.  George  Colton,  Ensign ; 
Simon  Colton  and  David  Burt  were  chosen  Committee,  and  Samuel  Colton, 
Assessor."  Coltons  four  to  one.  At  the  first  meeting  of  Longmeadow  as  a  town, 
Festus  Colton  was  chosen  Surveyor  of  Highways,  and  Luther  Colton,  Fence 
Viewer.  So  were  the  powers  and  prerogatives,  the  honors  and  emoluments  of 
high  official  station  heaped  upon  the  Coltons  as  the  most  capable  and  worthy 
among  the  people. 

Of  the  sixteen  persons  joining  to  organize  this  Church,  si.\  were  Coltons,  four 
women  and  two  men. 

As  to  families  those  early  records  show  quivers  full.  Quartermaster  George, 
nine  children;  Thomas,  fifteen;  Ephraim,  seventeen;  Benjamin,  third  generation, 
fifteen;  Benjamin,  fourth  generation,  ten.  Well  then  the  just  claim  of  the 
Coltons  to  precedence  and  pre-eminence  before  all  the  other  Longmeadowers, 
here  and  elsewhere,  i.  We  were  first  in  the  field,  and  possession  is  nine  points 
of  the  law.     2.  We  are  fullest  in  number. 

Then  as  to  the  parts  the  Coltons  have  played  and  are  playing  in  the  field  of 
the  world.  True  we  cannot  point  to  one  as  chief  executive  of  the  nation — no 
matter — we  stand  well  on  the  roll.  One  or  two  Governors  or  Alcaldes,  one  or 
two  Presidents  of  Colleges,  several  college  professors,  educators  not  a  few, 
physicians  many,  and  clergymen  a  goodly  number.  But  after  all,  our  grand  dis- 
tinction and  boast  is  of  our  deacons. 

De.\con  Colton. — We  seem  to  be  owners  of  the  deaconship  here  and  elsewhere 
— we  are  born  to  be  deacons.  True,  indeed,  the  people  have  a  voice  in  putting 
Coltons  or  others  into  this  office.  But  a  Colton  is  a  deacon  anyway,  vote  or  no 
vote.  To  say  of  a  Colton  that  he  is  a  deacon  is  only  to  pronounce  him  a  little 
more  a  Colton — a  Hebrew  of  the  Hebrews.  In  fact,  we  don't  need  the  title; 
we  are  deacons  without  it  all  the  same.  To  think  of  distinguishing  one  Colton 
from  another  Colton  by  saying  that  one  of  them  is  deacon,  would  be  about  as 
lucid  an  identification  as  to  say  of  one  John  Smith  that  he  is  a  brother  of  James. 
Not  to  count  from  other  branches  of  our  genealogical  tree,  but  only  from  my 
own  especial  bough  or  twig,  I  once  found  here  thirteen  deacons  living  con- 
temporaneously, and  a  blessing  to  their  time. 

Extract  from  the  Address  of  Rev.  Samuel  Wolcott,  D.  D. 

Two  of  the  granddaughters  of  our  emigrant  ancestor,  Henry  Wolcott,  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  town  of  Windsor,  and  the  Colony  of  Connecticut,  both  sisters 
of  Gov.  Roger  Wolcott,  made  their  homes  in  Longmeadow.  The  elder,  Elizabeth, 
in  1680,  married  Daniel  Cooley ;  the  younger,  Joanna,  in  1690,  married  John 
Colton.  These  ladies,  through  their  descendants,  are  now  represented  in  most 
of  the  leading  families  of  the  place. 

Extract  from  the  Address  of  the  Rev.  Charles  R.  Bliss. 

Never  can  we  extol  too  highly  the  deeds  of  our  fathers.  By  whatever  names 
our  families  are  known,  they  all  strike  their  roots  in  the  same  rich  soil.     We  are

not  so  much  Coltons,  or  Cooleys,  or  Keeps,  or  Blisses,  as  descendants  of  the 
Puritans;  of  the  lineage  and  household  of  men  who,  with  cruel  persecutions 
behind  them,  and  hardships  and  disasters  before  them,  erected  here  altars  whose 
fires,  after  two  and  a  half  centuries,  are  to-day  burning  as  brightly  as  ever.  No 
other  people  upon  this  round  earth  have  a  richer  heritage  of  glorious  memories 
and  inspiring  examples  than  we. 

The  Burying  Ground,  1883. 

The  total  number  of  monumental  stones  now  standing  in  the  old  Long- 
meadow  burying  grounds  is  914,  viz.,  in  the  oldest  part,  with  the  head 
toward  the  north,  444 ;  in  the  first  extension  eastward,  reaching  to  and 
including  the  Burt  tomb,  ^Z'i'  with  the  head  toward  the  west ;  and  in  the 
second  extension  eastward  from  the  tomb,  137;  with  some  twenty  later  interments 
in  the  new  cemetery  addition  on  the  south.  Of  these  200  bear  the  family  name 
of  Colton,  65  that  of  Burt,  59  each  of  Bliss  and  Cooley,  37  of  Keep,  34  of  Hale, 
29  of  Stebbins,  and  24  each  of  Ely  and  Field ;  these  nine  family  names  comprising 
considerably  more  than  half  of  the  total. 

Temperance  Society. 

The  first  Temperance  Society  in  Longmeadow  was  organized  in  August,  1828; 
Elisha  Burnham,  President;  Captain  Elijah  Colton,  Vice-President;  Dr.  Hiram 
Bliss,  Secretary.  It  started  with  a  large  membership  and  much  enthusiasm  on 
the  following  basis :  "  No  member  shall — except  as  medicine  in  cases  of  sickness — 
"  use  any  distilled  spirits  in  ordinary  cases,  or  furnish  any  for  laborers  in  his 
"  employ." 

Slavery. 

Going  back  to  the  former  days,  there  was  another  institution  of  which  Long- 
meadow  is  not  inclined  to  boast.  Domestic  slavery  prevailed  to  a  considerable 
extent.  Frequent  mention  is  made  in  old  documents  of  negro  servants.  In  the 
old  church  they  had  their  pew  in  the  gallery,  and  in  the  burying  ground  their 
appointed  place  was  the  southeast  corner.  In  "  Merchant "  Colton's  day-book 
for  1769,  May  20,  is  this  entry,  "  George  Cooley,  Somers,  Cr.  By  a  Negrow  man 
named  Jack,  Sd  Cooley  Gave  me  a  bil  of  Sale  of  Sd  Negrow  for  £60"   ($200). 

March  26,  1719,  Rev.  Stephen  Williams  writes,  "This  day  I  bought  me  a  ser- 
vant man.  Some  of  my  neighbors  think  it  may  be  for  the  better ;  others  think 
not."  October  21,  1718,  "I  went  to  Deerfield  and  sold  my  boy  Nicholas.  He 
seemed  to  be  very  concerned  what  he  was  sold  about ;  and  surely  I  was  grieved 
for  him ;  but  yet  I  tho*  it  w<^  be  for  his  benefit  to  be  sold  to  a  master  yt  v/^  keep 
him  to  business,  as  well  as  for  my  profit." 

The  Church  records  mention  such  instances :  July  13,  Caesar,  negro  servant 
to  Captain  George  Colton,  and  Zick,  negro  servant  of  Thomas  Field,  "  baptised 
and  subjected  themselves  to  ye  covenant  of  Christ  on  his  church. 
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It  appears  from  Pastor  Williams'  diary  that  his  intimate  friend,  President 
Wheelock,  of  Dartmouth  College,  owned  at  least  four  negroes. 

Fisheries. 

The  Longmeadow  fisheries  were  formerly  a  source  of  considerable  profit. 
Salmon  were  so  plenty  before  the  dams  impeded  them,  and  the  factories  defiled 
the  water,  that  a  proportionate  quantity  of  salmon  was  stipulated  to  go  with 
the  shad.  The  shad,  however,  were  always  the  most  of  a  drug;  the  salmon  sold 
the  shad,  rather  than  the  shad  the  salmon.  Almost  every  family  in  those  days 
salted  down  their  shad,  and  it  was  the  stipulation  of  hired  men  that  they  should 
not  have  a  disproportionate  amount  of  this  article  of  food. 

Sturgeon,  sometimes  to  the  size  of  300  pounds,  were  often  seen  leaping  high 
out  of  the  water.     A  haul  of  the  net  would  sometimes  bring  in  400  shad. 

The  Longmeadow  fishing  rights  were  in  more  recent  days  divided  between  six 
proprietors:  Oliver  Bliss.  Nathaniel  Ely,  Judah  Cooley,  Isaac  Calkins,  Dimond 
Colton  and  John  Coomes.

Through  Joan  Bigod,  who  married  Sir  William  de  Chauncy,  last  Baron  of 
Scirpenbeck,  the  line  is  traced  back  through  the  Bigod's  to  that  one  the  third 
Earl  of  Norfolk,  who  married  Isabel  de  Clare,  dau.  of  the  Earl  of  Pembroke, 
d.  1219;  then  through  Eve,  dau.  of  Dermot  McMurrough,  King  of  Dublin; 
then  through  Elizabeth,  sister  of  the  Earl  of  Leicester,  and  great  granddaughter 
of  Henry  I,  King  of  France ;  then  back  through  the  de  Roucy's  to  Ogive,  dau. 
of  Edward  I,  King  of  England,  who  married  Charles  III,  the  Simple,  through 
Ogive,  to  the  Saxon  kings,  to  Egbert,  who  d.  837,  and  through  Charles  III  to 
Charlemagne,  d.  814,  who  mar.  Hildegarde,  d.  782.  All  this  is  interestingly 
set  forth  in  the  Chart  of  the  Pedigree  of  the  Chauncey  Family,  in  "  The  Chaun- 
cey  Genealogy."
